Dr. BE. P. Robinson Jeztured on Sat- 
urday afternoon before the Art Asso- 
ciation taxing up a branch of artistic 
work that heretoforé has not’ been 
treated there, namely the coinage of 
ancient ‘Greece. Artists, especially 
“sculptors and medallists have long 
recognized=the surpass.ng beauty of 
many of the early coins and the sig- 
nificance of thei; designs in lending 
vitality to the study of-history and 
tradition has fascinated studients as it 
did the audience Saturday when ‘Dr. 
Robinson described them as their 
images were thrown upon thesscreen. 

‘By a clever arrangement of the lan- 
tern thie coins themselves were used 
instead of lantern shides made from 
them. Color and the true appearance 
of the metal were perfectly. repro- 
duced. 

The lecturer began with the first 
coinage issued in 700 B. C. and traced 
the history of its development in the 
various avenues of trade among the 
Bastern nations. Very crude at first, 
the art of designing and stamping 
coins became more and more worthy 
of the attention of skilled artists and 
artisans. [Irregular in: outline as most 
of the ancient pieces are the designs 
upon them are almost always of great 
interest and of course the heads of 
the various rulers of almost forgot- 
ten dynasties form a h.storical Por- 
trait gallery of inestimable worth to 
the student. 

Perhaps a hundred andi fifty coins, 
selected from Dr. Robinson’s large 
and very valuable collection were 
shown. Syracuse, Athens, ‘Corinth, 
Aegina, Agrigentium, Naxos, ‘Byzan- 
tium, all had their coins and gpeci- 
mens of these and many others were 
shown, the lecturer making a run- 
ning comment on them and evpla‘n- 
ing them. The designs of the reverses 
of most of them have some special 
significance of traditional interest. 
iOn one for instance is a plant once 
very important for mamufacturing 
| purposes now entirely extinst. The 
pull, the dolphin, the crab, gall have 
prominent places on these Old /p’eces 
and nymphs, goddesses and » other 
mythological figures. ard, frequently 
embodied in their designs.

It is less 
crude than some others of the series. In all probability, 
the discoloration which you mention was due to your having 
had an insufficient coating of talcum on your wax which possi- 
bly contains some sulphur. We use rlastolene for our im- | 
bressions + the buff, and not the green color; the latter seems 


to have more sulphur in it, but we have had no difficulty with 
what we use.

You will see that there are eight strokes. Myr. Newell says 
that he will write you a little later about this, but if you 
want to yut it in your pocket when you come, verhavs it would 
be easier for us to make a cast of it while you are here.
